It 
will represent the wofk of the' Seed 
Laboratory at the Department of AgrP 
culture, where samples of all seeds dis- 
1 trlbuted by the Government are now 
carefully tested for purity, germlna- 
bliity, and freedom from seeds of nox¬ 
ious weeds. 

Thousands of samples from farmers 
and seedsmen in all psrts of the coun¬ 
try are also tested at this laboratory. 
The work is of special Interest to farm¬ 
ers, gardeners, seedsmen and experi¬ 
ment station workers, to whom the Sub¬ 
ject of pure seeds is Of vital impor¬ 
tance. 

The Seed Laboratory of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture is well recognized 
as the most important seed testing sta¬ 
tion in America. Its methods, stand¬ 
ards and most Important pieces of ap¬ 
paratus have been adoiJted for seed 
testing at many of the State Experi- j 
ment stations. The methods now in ! 
use and many of the instruments and 
larger pieces of apparatus have been 
t devised and perfected by the men in 
charge to meet the necessities of the 
work.
